“There is, however, this dif- 
ference,” he said. “Now the 
child is brought to the juvenile 
court. In older days he took a 
much shorter trip to the wood- 
shed. And perhaps the woodshed 
did as much good.” 


Judge Supp agrees that the 
old fashioned and time worn 
phrase, “Spare the rod and spoil 
the child” is not so foolish after 
all. 

The saying now is coming 
back to haunt the mothers and

fathers who have poo pooed it 
for the last 20 years or so. 
Even child educators looking 


. at the big upswing in juvenile 
delinquency now are turning, 


back and reviving the old song: 

.“Spare the rod and spoil the 
child.”

For his court records show 
that children under 17 get into 
less trouble. (The Probate Court 
does not handle cases where the 
youth is 17 or over.) ; 

And many times the trouble is 
the fault of the parents. 

In 1954 there were 16 boys 
and 14 girls under 17 taken to 
the county juvenile court. 

Four of the boys and all of 
the girls were dependent and 
neglected children, having com- 
mitted no offense, but not being 
properly cared for at home.

.| prices at the factory, I do not]. 


feel that it partains to the East 
Jordan factory nor probably not 
too much to the growers. In talk- 
ing to our top man at Traverse 
City regarding set cherry prices 
originating in New York, I find 
apple growers or any grower’s 
associations where prices are set 
are quickly investigated by the 
government. Word comes that 
the canners will be investigated 
or charged with price setting, or 
joining together conspiring to 
set prices. 

There are many reasons why 
the New York and Traverse City 
canners desire a low price. Some 
of them have lost large sums of 
money and naturally want to 
get some of it back. 

In other words, our entire 
cherry industry is in a tail spin. 
There will be less advertising 
and less of other things. This 
will last two years and then there 
will be a change which will start 


in 1956. Conditions will then 
gradually improve. 
Locally, we ourselves and 


some other growers did not pin 
all of our hopes on the Montmo- 
rency. It is the only fruit crop 
that the grower has no control 
over.

In Petoskey 
This Week 


E. H. Crippen, M. D., Secre- 
tary of the Northern Michigan 
Medical Society, announced to- 
|day that the Mobile Brain-Wave 
Laboratory of the Michigan Ep- 
ilepsy Center, a Michigan Uni- 
ted Fund member agency, will 
be in Petoskey July 28 thru Au- 
gust 2 to provide physicians 
with specialist laboratory faci- 
lities for ‘their epileptic patients. 

The Brain-Wave machine, 
known as an EEG (short for 
electroencephalograph), is used 
te study behavior of brain cells. 

EEG examinations, one part 
of the diagnosis in convulsiv2 
i disorders, will be conducted at 
Little. Traverse Hospital. Pat- 
ients must be given appoint- 
ments through their family phy-. 
sicians according .to Frank S. 
Perkin, ‘M. D., President of the 
Michigan Epilepsy  Center’s 
Board of Directors. 

Doctor Crippen pointed out 
that adequate medical and social 
care can help eighty out of ev- 
ery one hundred epileptics to 
lead relatively normal lives. 
Prompt medical care, he said, 
is the first step toward conquer- 
ing epilepsy, which is a major 
community health problem af- 
fecting more than 60,000 per- 
sons in Michigan today. Doctor 
Crippen noted that epilepsy of- 
ten begins in childhood, and that 
it often lasts throughout a per- 
son’s lifetime. However, he said, 
the attack itself is a symptom 
like headaches or coughing are 
symptoms of varied conditions. 


Following the EEG tests, neu- 
rological examinations will be 
conducted in Petoskey by Z. Ste- 
phen Bohn, M. D., Medical Dir- 
ector of the Michigan Epilepsy 
Center.

“IT IS .MY opinion,” Judge 
said. “that parents should know 
where their children are at 
night, with whom they assoc- 
iate and definite rules of con- 
duct should be built from infan- 
ey.”

$36,628 Paid 
County Residents 
In One Month 


Social security benefits am- 
ounting to $36,628 were paid to 
829 persons in Charlevoix -coun- 
ty during December 1954, the 
last month for which complete fi- 
gures are available, according to 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion. This is an increase of about 

- 40 percent over Dec. 1953, when 
692 persons were paid $26,120. 
- Only. monthly benefits actual- 
ly paid are represented by the 
figures. Lump-sum death bene- 
fits and monthly benefits which 
were suspended because benefi- 
ciaries had earnings in excess of 
permitted amounts are not in- 
cluded. 

A total of $26,233 was paid to 
494 retired workers; the balance 
was paid to the families of re- 
tired workers and eligible rela- 
tives of workers who have died. 
The average payment to retired 
workers in the 15 counties served 
by the Traverse City district of- 
fice was $54.98, while the na- 


tional average was $59.14. 

A continuing increase is anti- 
cipated dué to additional persons 
being qualified, but even without 
a substantial increase, benefits 


paid in 1955 will exceed $440,- - 


000. The relaxation of the legal 
requirements which permits be- 
nefit payments to be made to 
Gualified workers over age 72 
regardless of the amount of their 
earnings, and also permitting a 
beneficiary to earn up to $1,200. 
in a year without losing any of 
his monthly benefits, is expected 
to have a substantial effect on 
the amount of social security be- 
nefits that will be paid this year.
